Scientists May Avert Inroads 3Inde 


!»• Advancing Yenrs. 


In an article en "The Newest Concep- 


tions of Life" in Harper's Magazine 
Carl Snyder intimates a belief that re- 
cent scientific discoveries will lead to 
others by which youth may ^>e pro- 
longed. Here is his argument for the 
belief: 


There is one phase of the problem that 


seems nearer to our day and time. That 
is the realization of Ponce de Leon's 
quest of prolonged youth. 
Arrest of 


growth, the stunted plant, the deformed 
or undeveloped child, the idiot, the crip- 
ple, the prematurely senile—are these not 
too familiar to our daily view? Yet why 
should the mechanism of nature, so seem- 
ing: sure, turning out a thousand perfect 
specimens, slip so sadly with the thou- 
sand and lirst? TVe know in part and car 
in part control. 
ATX impoverished 
soil, 


consumptive or otherwise diseased tissue, 
lack of sunlight and air—these are the 
producers of the physically, mentally and 
morally maimed. With narcotics and poi- 
sons v.-e may stop development, whether 
it be that cf a plant or a child. 


But what may be arrested may per- 


chance be influenced in other ways. 
"VS'e 


havo seen how the whole drift of present 
day physiology is to reduce life to the 
connected and concerted play of the fer- 
ments. The identity of 'ha two processes 
holds in roost unexpected ways. Heat 
and cold, chloroform, the poisons, 
the 


toxins secreted by the virulent microbes 
even, act' upon the test tube fermenta- 
tions cf the laboratory in precisely the 
same way as -upon the living organism. 
Even the curious fermenttike solutions 
of line platinum and gold may be "poi- 
spned." "chloroformed" or "killed," as if 
they wore alive. Whnt is disease, malac- 
tion and death for the one is the samo 
for the other. 


It seems to be clear, too, that the con- 


dition of growth, whether of a grain oi 
wheat 61 the germ of a man, is th« pro- 
duction or appearance 
of distinct 
en- 


Hymo",—ferments—at each stage. 
Cessa- 


tion of growth must mean the disappear- 
ance or lapse in activity of these special 
enzymes. 
What we call growing old 


seems, merely a series of destructive fer- 
mentations. It is probaole that thuse ar«i 
present from the beginning; that through- 
out all life thore is a struggle, so to speak, 
between the two; that in some sense, as 
Professor Locb once remarked, death is a

Such a scene as that shown at rise of 
,-the curtain on the senate chamber la 
the capitol at the time of Caesar's

death will not soon be forgotten by 
those who .saw It- Also a great picture 
were the Fo -urn and the plains around 
Philippi. 
Richard Mansfield knows 


haw to stage a play, and with the de- 
signs of Sir Alma-Tadema he baa pro- 
duced some impressions which will 
not soon be effaced. Few plays have 
so many strong roles as "Juiius Csesar." 
There are Cuesar, Brutus, Casslua, 
Mark Antony and numerous less mark- 
ed, but requiring skill to play. Mans- 
field has a strong company, and the 
whole is well done. Wen- I a star— 
and a man— I should be tempted to 
play Casslus in preference, but Brutus, 
being more difficult, is usually the star 
part 


Richard Mansfield's Brutvs Is not ex- 


actly the Brutus of popular conception. 
It is rather a sad, melancholy, thinking 
Brutus and as such, even in the bands 
of Mansfield, loses soine of its powerful 
effect In a few scenes thi» artist was 
great, but in others be was, to me, me- 
tallic. There was nothing convincing 
in his love for Csesar, nor Cid there ap- 
pear enough reason in his changed at- 
titude and. willingness to kill his friend. 
I have seen Mansfield in several Shake- 
spearean roles, and in but one did I like 
him. His Shylock was powerful, . ar- 
tistic, very convincing. In "Henry V." 
be gave a good performance; but, as it 
is not a good acting play, the actor was 
not so attractive. 


This third great role, Brctus, Is rath 


er a disappointment 
The oration, be- 


fore Mark Antony speaks over the body 
of Caesar, afforded almost the first real 
glimpse of Mansfield's worth. Then in 
the tent scene, first with Cassius arid 
afterward with the ghost, we saw the 
great artist 
He was truly Richard 


Mansfield. 
That tells enough. 
His 


dignity, martial bearing and honest in- 
dignation with Cassius, whom he loved, 
followed by his telling of the death of 
his wife, Portia, were magnificent 


The older lovers of Shakespeare who 


have seen all his best plays presented 
b.r Forrest McCullogh and the immor- 
tal Edwin Booth would resent the loss 
of the ghost in y^nsfield's version of 
".Tulius Caesar." 'iiiere is mid there is 
not a ghost. Mansfield says there is 
not, because he doas not show a per- 
sonal ghost. But the shadow, the green 
light and the actual voice are there, and 
1 think this might be called hedging. If 
there are no such things as ghosts and 
they are merely the creation of a dis- 
eased mind, the shade should not wpeak. 
But when Mansfield depicts the terror 
of Brutua the ghost Js not seen by the 
audience. Now. if this is all correct, 
why show the moving shadow and let 
us hear the voice? 'These must also 
only exist in Brutus' excited brain. 
These little bits are "Mansficldlsms," 
and as such we must accept them. 


I also did not like the death of Brutus 


at Philippi. He takes his own life just 
before the arrival of Antony's aruiy, 
but the absolutely unmoved figure sit- 
ting without even loss of balance after 
stabbing himself looks unnatural, even 
though It be physically possible. It 
aoems mechanical antl an almost ab- 
surd straining for effect. 


' 
The cast of "Julius Cwsar" Is very 


strong. Cassiui is magnificently played 
by Joseph Haworth. lie Is powerful 
and most true In the role throughout 
His long speech to Brutus ID the first 
act, where he la trying to convince him 
of the equality of all men with Caesar, 
I followed fascinated. The elocution, 
enunciation and facial accompaniments 
Tpcrt merged Into a superb whole. It 
WM the first opportunity for Cnsslus, 
but from that moment Hn worth held 
the reins nnd, while powerful, nc\cr 
tvattd.

la purchasing a young sow for br*»ed- 


hi;j purpose, whether you can afford 
to buy a thoroughbred or grade de- 
pends on the amount of capital on band 
or the purpos*- for which you arc- brec-d- 
iiig. I have Lred the past few years 
most of the different breeds, says W. T. 
Wooloff in American Agriculturist. As 
jjart of «ay siaall pigs were killed and 


for roastlug pigs at six to eight 


weeks old. I prefer for this Yorkshire 
sows, which would produce good. fat. 
plump pigs. But for good, prolific brood 
sows 1 would advise the Cl.riter Wh.te 
or a cross of Chester White and York- 
shire. 


Select a good Chester White sow that 


stands well on her feet, with good 
shoulders aud bams, good buck and 
barrel, wide between eyes and twelve 
or more teats. Bred to a good grade or 
thoroughbred Yorkshire boar, she will 
produce pigs that will grow, and at ten 
months they will be in good market 
shape. From a litter of pigs from such 
a sire and dam you could select some 
good young brood sows. I always pick 
out my sows for breeding purposes at 
eight weeks old, and then if they de- 
velop well breed them at eight months 
so they will farrow at a year. I have 
bred young sows at five to six months 
old when I have been short of pigs 
and thought the demand would call for 
it and had fairly good results. 


If some of the sows do not give as 


good results with the first litter as ex- 
pected, it is not always best to discard 
them, especially if they are of a quiet 
disposition and mother their pigs well. 
The second litter may be more satis- 
f%ctory. Keep a good breeder. I have 
kept some sows seven and eight years 
and knew them so well that I could al- 
rpost tell in advance how their pigs 
•Would develop and did not have to 
worry about them at farrowing time. 
My method is to bring in the sows from 
the yards where they have run to the 
building where the pens are, about five 
or six feet square, and get them used 
to the surroundings, also to cleaning 
and bedding the pens, so they will not 
Jump up at any one getting in their pen. 
Then at farrowing time they are quiet 
and not easily disturbed by any one en- 
tering or looking in their pens, which 
otherwise might result in a lot of tram- 
pled pigs. 


IIoiv to Keep the SOTVB Vleroronu.

is the first two weeks after she Jar- 
rows.

the mother with corn and giving chill- 
ing drinks, which produce indigestion 
and fever. 


Don't be in too much of a hurry to 


get the porkers to market and in your 
desire to see them start for that point 
kill half the crop aud stunt the balance 
by overfeeding the dam. 


Above all things keep your sows bed- 


ded with clean, dry straw, and give 
them All the sunlight possible. 


Damp nests aro fatal to young lit- 


ters. - 


Exercise is absolutely necessary for 


young pigs, especially if the sow 
suckles well, in this Avay preventing 
thumps, which carries off the finest of 
the litter. 


We .'never saw a case of thumps 


where the sojv and pigs had exercise 
enough. 


The better the sow the greater the 


danger, of loss from thumps and the 
more need of exercise. 


Taken in time, we consider there Is 


less danger from thumps than from 
colds and scours. 
This "trouble can 


easily be brought on by just one over- 
feeding of the sow or young pigs. 
Guard against this by not overfeeding 
the sow for the first ten days after far- 
rowing.—-Exchange. 


Doctoring Sick Pigs. 


I am called upon frequently for ad- 


vice in regard to sick pigs, writes a 
correspondent In Hoard's Dairyman. 
These are animals which are very dif- 
ficult of treatment, and I do not feel 
that I know much about it. It is pret- 
ty hard to do anything with a sick 
pig. It Is so difficult to administer any 
medicine. With pigs in particular pre- 
vention is the best cure. A general 
remedy I give for sick pigs, and it 
seems to work fairly well, is turpen- 
tine, administered either with oil or 
milk, according to the nature of the 
disease. A physic of epsom salts is 
sometimes necessary before adminis- 
tering the turpentine, but often the 
'turpentine given with castor or raw 
linseed oil does. 


Unless the pig is very sick the medl 


cine can be given in some feed, but 
sometimes this cannot be done. The 
pig inay refuse to eat 
In that case 


the medicine may be given fi-om a bot- 
tlo by first inserting the loop of a rope 
in the mouth and making the other end 
fast, when a stick held In the mouth 
keeps the jaws apart enough to in- 
sert the nock of the bottle containing 
the medicine. 


Rye For Yonnur 


How can I best feed rye to young 


hogs? asks R. A. Blackinton of Michi- 
gan. 


If the rye Is to be fed alone to hogs, 


the best results will be obtained grind- 
Ing the grain nnd soaking It In water 
for twenty-four hours before feeding. 
It Is hnrdly advisable to feed rye or In 
fact any grain without some other sup- 
plementary food. Young pips always 
make bolter gains upon two feeding 
stuffs than one. Accordingly, the rye 
should be ground and sonked with on 
equal quantity of corn. Such a ration 
Will prove more satisfactory thnn ei- 
ther corn or rye alone, and there will 
be twuch less danger of the pigs bo- 
coming diseased. Ry<\ which has prae 
tlcally the same foodlng value as bar- 
ley, Is an excellent supplement to corn,

Importance of Correct Feeding-- 
In searching for the cause of ad- 


mitted faults In market and particular- 
ly in breeding stock the investigator 
must go to the feed coffers as well as 
the herdbook or flock register, says 
Breeder's Gazette. Much of the inferi- 
ority in either class ascribed to the use 
of mediocre sires is attributable to the 
feeder's unwise omission of juicy foods 
and too extravagant use of the mate- 
rials at hand. The effort for better 
breeding stock should not be aban- 
doned, but it should include an emphat- 
ic plea for more intelligent feeding, and 
the principles of the latter should be 
inculcated by educational agencies 
with impartial zeal. The relation of 
feeding to breeding is intimate, and 
the two processes should be co-opera- 
tive. If rational feeding were given 
the attention which fashionable breed- 
ing receCves, the constitution, fecundity 
and general ^welfare -of herds and 
flocks would be materially Improved. 


Timothy is considered by most horse- 


men as the best of all bays for horses. 
It is the standard hay. The recent 
comparison made at the Utah experi- 
ment station between timothy and lu- 
cerne or alfalfa for ordinary work 
horses is of Interest to all horsemen. 
Six different trials were made. The 
horses were fed the same grain ra- 
tions, but one horse of each team re- 
ceived alfalfa hay while the other was 
fed timothy. The results of the tests 
show that it is not as difficult to main- 
tain the weights of horses on alfalfa 
as on timothy. Besides this, It cost 
less to feed them on alfalfa than on 
timothy, and the appearance of the 
horses was much-better in every com- 
parison on the alfalfa. They were 
sleeker and plumper, though the flesh 
did not appear quite so firm as on tim- 
othy. The teamsters did not note any 
difference in the willingness of the 
horses to work on the different ra- 
tiO7is, but the horses ate the alfalfa 
with' greater avidity, and they much 
preferred to feed the alfalfa.—C. B. 
Smith in Breeder's Gazette. 


The Home Shortage.

The proper handling of slu-ep re- 
quires many small lots or fields, so that 
you may iiote closely if you wish to 
reach-the highest results, as they do so 
much better to keep eaoh age to them- 
selves, so that you may not Judj;e 
yearlings by the side of two-year-olds, 
or a tw o-j ear-old ewe. raising a lamb 
by the side of a matured e.we. 


Cull your flock closely and at shear- 


ing time look after the fleece, and all 
that do not come up to the stand- 
ard in weight density, length of staple, 
quality of wool and evenness of fleece 
mark so that you may know them 
when the time comes to sort up for 
breeding. In order to have nu even 
flock you must form in your mind thnt 
type of sheep you consider most desir- 
able and breed and select with that 
form constantly before you, getting as 
near to it as possible, and what you are 
deficient in in your ewes endeavor to 
remedy in the rams. 


A Freak of Nature.

teen inches long, aud the straight ones 
measure eight inches in circumference 
at the base. This wether shears ten 
pounds of wool per year. He runs with 
the flock owned by Mr. Griffin and 
takes his chances with the others. This 
Is certainly a very curious departure 
from the usual course of nature. 


Sheep Keep Down Wccd«. 


Not the least of the values of the 


sheep on a farm is that of cleaning up 
the weeds on a stubble field after the 
small grains. Thpy ^-ill eat nearly ev- 
erjr variety that starts there so closely 
as to prevent their seeding and practi- 
cally to prevent their starting another 
season. There are some who claim that 
the same results can be obtained by 
plowing under the weeds to enrich the 
soil, but this is not the case for two 
reasons. If the weeds are allowed to 
reach a stage of growth where, they 
have much value as a green manure, 
they will probably have ripened some 
seeds, while if they are plowed under 
before they have grown enough to 
ripen seeds they have but little fer- 
tilizing value, and the process must bf 
repeated very often. But if the sheep 
are turned In they change these weeds 
that they cut to a more valuable fer 
tillzer than we should expect the green 
weeds to be, as they add to what they 
obtain from them all that they get 
from their grain feed, which we should 
not omit when they feed on weeds. 


Shape Some For the Block. 


More profit from sheep can be ob- 


tained by fitting some of them In good 
shape for the butcher, says an ex- 
change. This brings a more frequent 
income from the flock than where only 
the wool is sold. By the use of rams 
of the best mutton breeds the lambs 
may be easily fattened for the butcher 
at four or six months old, at which age 
they will often bring as much or more 
than a mature sheep. Make n pen for 
them to which the ewes cannot have 
access and In this place a trough 
where they can be fed extra. A mix- 
ture of corn and oats ground together, 
wheat bran and linseed oil meal makes 
a ration thnt forces rapid, profitable

food for human beings, and the best 
that can be done is to raise on the farm 
a colt from the plow and cart mare.

The recall of Wu Ting Fang, the 


Chinese minister to the United States, 
will take from this country the mos* 
nteresting diplomatic representative 
of the oriental nation that has ever 
been accredited to this government. 


Few diplomats from abroad have en- 
oyed greater personal popularity in 
this country than Minister TVtt, though 
le never condescended to weaken his 
sturdy Chinese patriotism. 
,, 


He has, however, considered it to be 
part of his diplomatic duty to bring 


to the attention of the American peo- 
pie the virtues and excellences of hia 
•ace. 
Realizing that these Chinese 


people were judged of by the repre- 
sentatives of the lowest social grades 
who car.ie to this country as immi- 
grants, in former years under contract 
as coolies, he tried when lie could to 
enlighten his western hearers as to 1iie . 
ethical value of the great religious and 
mo.'al teachers of China, on the way 
In which Chinese society waa built up 
gnd the hopes and aspirations, of the 
Wnese people. 
While perhaps "Wu Ting Fang took 
somewhat more active interest la 


khe action of congress on the Chinese 
exclusion act than was becoming In a 
foreign diplomat, his conduct in all 
other respects has been exemplary. 
Certainly at the tlrno of the uprising 
of the Boxers it was Minister \Vu 
tnoro than any other man who was In- 
strumental In obtaining intelligence 
upon which the allied governments 
could act, and nil through that Inter- 
national episode, which placed him in 
i particularly embarrassing position, 
le boro himself admirably.

1'pon closing 
up his sheep account for the year this 
farmer found that he had the whole 
amount of invested capital and $;I1S 
to deposit in the bank. 


The question arises, Is there any 


branch of live stock upon the farm 
that will pay a more profitable return 
for capital invested and labor perform- 
ed than the keeping of a few sheep and 
growing early lambs? Yet sheep are 
seldom seen on the farms in many sec- 
tions of New Jersey- Most farmers at' 
present do not even find room for a 
dozen or so sheep to be fattened and 
slaughtered for home use.

Strange Indeed.

were penned said: "It's strange that 
people won't learn. There are few cat- 
tle in that whole number that show 
an}- evidence of careful breeding, and 
yet they come from a territory that 
has had a chance to use good blood 
for years." It is strange indeed that 
when every other industry in the land 
is looking for the most economical and 
profitable methods farmers neglect the 
great economy and profit of improved 
blood.—-National Stockman. 


Shredded Corn Foddcr.>Vnnted. 
Where can shredded corn'fodder be 


bought in bales? There are calls for 
it in eastern markets, bat no one 
seems to know where to buy it. Chem- 
ists and practical feeders unite in 
praising the shredded fodder as live 
stock 
feed, 
and 
manufacturers of 


shredders claim to sell many machines. 
But where can the fodder be bought? 
It ought to sell at a fair price iu some 
of the eastern markets, but why is it 
not there?—Rural New Yorker. 


That there is no diminution in tho 


demand for Angora goats is shou n by 
the uniformly successful public bales 
that have been held recently. At a sale 
in Kansas City a short time ago the 
buyers were numerous, and choice bred 
offerings brought from $1.1.30 to $13..">f). 


While Angoras are kept hugely ::s 


brush destroyers, the demand, for mo- 
hair for manufacturing purposes is 
steadily increasing as new uses are be- 
ing constantly found for it. That many 
more Angoras will be iibod for their 
fleeces in coming years appears to be 
highly probable. 


While it lacks the felting properties 


of wool, mohair is employed success- 
fully for making a large number of 
fabrics, 
particularly 
plushes, 
dress 


goods of various designs, table covers, 
etc. The characteristic luster of tho 
fleece is retained in the manufactured 
article, giving a pleasing effect to the 
dyes, which are usually fast, so that 
the cloth docs not fade. Goods made 
'from mohair are extremely durable, 
hence their desirability for upholster- 
ing, for use in railway coachi s and 
street cars, for carriage robes and rugs. 
Mohair cloth will turn water, and its 
lightness gives it an additional advan- 
tage for many purposes. 


The aununl production of mohair is 


about four pounds per animal, al- 
though the weight is largely deter- 
mined by the grade of the Angora. In 
the southwest the goats arc usually 
shorn twice a year, as otherwise they 
are apt to lose tho fleece by shedding. 
In colder sections they are sheared 
once a year, the fleece growing to an 
average length of about ten inches. The 
length and fineness of the mohair 
largely determine its value, so that 
the six months' clips soil at much low- 
er prices than the annual clip brings. 
The difference Is partially offset by a 
Slight increase in the combined weight 
of the semiannual clips over that of 
tho yearly clip. 


The Angora has two coats of hair, 


the outer one being what Is termed 
mohair and the inner and coarser one 
kemp. The dyes which affect mohair 
servo only to slightly discolor komp, 
and vice versa. 
For this reason It Is 


necessary to separate the Uomp from 
tho mohair for the manufacture of the 
finer grade of goods. 
T,ho great do 


slro of tho manufacturers Is to sccurn 
mohair that is free from komp, as Its 
removal at the factory is n costly 
process.

When they reach the bed, the miners

The work is carried 
on night and day by means c.f petro- 
leum lamps, the blocks of meerschaum 
being brought to the surfut-e still im- 
bedded in their matrix. On the weekly 
sale day the workmen meet and sell 
their goods to the "luledjis," or pipe, 
manufacturers of Eskichehir. 
The 


blocks are then taken to the town and 
washed, after which they arc cut into 
suitable pieces while the matter is still 
very soft. Sorting and classing are then 
proceeded with, and the "luledjis" in 
their turn sell their purchases to the 
larger dealers, who export the meer- 
schaum, carefully enveloped in cotton 
•wadding. 


Meerschaum is composed of about 


70 per cent of carbonate of magnesia. 
.25 of silex and .05 of aluminium.

One of the essential conditions for

[ire, and the chief engineer has issued 
orders for two fire engines to respond 
to the first call instead of one, and 
the reservoirs and water front, when 
possible, will be 
depended 
on for 


water. 


Notices have already been served 


on consumers to be as sparing of the 
water as possible and to prevent all 
waste. During the cold snap so many 
people left their faucets-turned-on that 
It was utterly impossible to keep any 
ani'-n'ut of water i!i the stand pipe. 


The city is and has been consuming 


ilaiiy atc-tit 2,000,000 gallons of water 
and thi^ is about the limit of work for 
the engines at the water works. The 
supply is wholly inadequate for the 
preipnl population of the city, hence 
the straits in which the water com- 
missioners now find themselves. 


The remedy is in the new source of 


supply now being made available, 'but 
delayed by the non-arrival of the boil- 
ers and engines from the Michigan 
works, from which they were ordered. 
The company says that machinery 
has been on" the cars for nearly a 
month, but up to date no bill of lad- 
ing has arrived. 


All that needs to be clone when the 


machinery arrives is to 
place it in 


position, close the gates- of the dam 
recently erected, and then famine is a 
thing of the pa.st.
